Much is heard in thusc days (vbout the 
Moiiroo doctrine. It ia said to bo aguinsL 
tlio Mdiiioo d(JCti-ino to porinit the 
(Jovorniiiunt nf Franco to uid in ihu coni- 
plolion of tho Piinamii Canal, and thuro 
aro United iStiitoa politicians who declare 
that the Monroe docfriuo compels the 
Ooveramenb of the Uiiitod States to pre- 
vent the Qermans making the Sumouu 
Islands part of their Empire. It appears 
that whenever the Americans want an 
excuse to interfere in the aflnirs of tlieir 
neighbors they have recourse to tliis very 
coiivcniunt and always aviiilablo Monroe 
doctrine. Wiiiit is this Monroe doc- 
trine whicli fmius siioli a prominent 
part of tiio creed of Llie United States */ 
Who iii»do it aullioriuiive? Is it em- 
bodied in the constitution? To these 
questions the San Francisco News Latter 
gives the following answer : "It (the 
Monroe doctrine) was a more recommenda- 
tion by President Monroe in a message 
to Congress in 1823, whiuh resulted in no 
favorable indorseuiont in Congress and in 
no executivo action. Finn- of the [xiwcrs 
of l5uro|ie— -Kussia, Au.stria, Prus- 
Bia antl I''riince— liaving wituL'Sscd 
the uvertlu'ow of N^ipuluon fiirnied wliat 
was called tlio "Holy Alliance," and de- 
sired to convert the young ypuniah- .Amer- 
ican Republics into monarchies with sov- 
ereigns under their control, as Kapoleon 
111. tried to do with Mexico ui recent 
yours. Groat Britain, throuj^h Mr. Can- 
ning, ondeavoied to pei'suade tliis(i(>v- 
erunionl to jniu her in tliw:irting tl.iMile- 
si^jn. Mr. .Manine yioMcd si' far us 
say, in liis uie.i.sage, llial "any sucli .'vt- 
toiiipt woiiidiie diULtoroiis l'> our peace 
and safety ;" but the m il lev .stopped there. 
Two years afturward.s tiie Honse of Reji- 
resentatives, on wishing to record a 
dill'erent opinion from that of the Presi- 
dent, passed a resolution on the same sub- 
ject, in which it declared that "The peo- 
ple of the United States should lie left 
free to act in any such crisis in such a 
manner as tlieir own honor and policy at 
tlio time may dictate. That is the first, 
last and only aiitlioiiiativo pronounce- 
uient by Congress on t!ie siilijeet." So 
this wond'.'rful .'\I'>nriiU doctrine whicii is 
so often i(Uoieii is, wlu3iiclosely e.xamiiuHl, 
exceedingly indetliiite a mere phrase in 
a Presidential measayo ivliich is ciipiible 
of receiving any inter|iietation which am- 
bitious or jealous politicians may find it 
convenient to put upon it. It can- 
not be said to emb<jdy a prin- 
ciple, and even if it did 
and was backed up by the authority of 
the Federal Legislature, it woulil not of 
Itself justify the inteiference of the 
L.'iiiled States I loi eiiiiiiellt in the case of 
either the const niet ion of the I'luiama 
Canal by the ( oivei iiiiioiit of l'"ranco or 
the Aniiexation i>f the baiiman Islands by 
the Emperor of Germany. The truth 
seems tu be that it is cited by American 
journalists and American politicians who 
have not the remotest conception of either 
its significance or its bearing. "The 
Monroe doctrine " has come to be part 
of the cant of .Ainorican politics, and 
people keep nil repeating it without hav- 
ing any clear idea as to wh.at it moans.

CANADIAN COMMON SCnOOLS. 

Tho Jvev. Principal (I rant is one of tliu 
most enlightened educationists in Canada. 
He is himself a Canadian and is well 
acquainted with tho working of the school 
systems of several of the provinces. lie, 
as well aa any man, kn(S\ftf whore they are 
strong and where they kisii' wetik. Ho ap- 
preciates their cxcellen'ces and ho sees 
their dofects. llo is now, and has always 
been, a staunch advocate of popular odii- 
cation. Knowing this, the ivingstoii 
School P.i>aid, on his return from his visit 
lo tho AiiliiHules, presented bini with an 
.■iiiilress. Ivingstou, we may say in passing, 
is tho Principal's place of residence. The 
following is his reply, which is well 
worthy tho attentive perusal of all who 
take an interest in education in every 
part of the Dominion: 

During my absence I havo studied tho 
scliool systems of many connlrics, and 
have leariieil lessons that ought to assist 
iiie in coming to right conclusions. The 
ivorld is wider lliun Canada or than Amei ■ 
ica. The British Empire itself ia widm' 
I hall this continent, and within its b>uiU' 
.lai ies there are so many educational sys- 
tems and methods that a man who travels 
with eyes and ear.i open cannot help 
iearning things that conliriii opinions pre- 
viously held, and suggest iiiiprovenuuits 
on what he may have tliouglit jierfect or 
the necussity of revising hit) fornior judg- 
ments. He gets new points of view, and 
that of itself is a great matter. I may say 
Here tli.it my wider expcriLiiee has coii- 
\ ineed me tnat eiliicatioiuU centralisation 
.iiid rigidity .-no bad. The best leatuie 
ill our system is the C'an|i,iiativoly im- 
portant place held by the scliool district 
and local board. 1 would advocate the 
^radual increase of tho power of local 
iioards, both of couiiuoii and high schools, 
in order that changes in this ditec- 
linii may bo eti'ected with safety, ponple 
L,'eiieially must take an active interest in 
the matter, ami whyshoiihl they len/ 
fan aiiytlinig else ho tn llicni d such 
interest as the eilucalion of their cliil- 
ilreiW Electing the fittest men as 
irustoes, they should gratefully 
acknowledge their services when 
tliey discharge faithfully the duties of 
their high office. They .ihould honor 
teachers, make their leimro of otbce 
.secure, |iay them liberally, and promote 
tboni fairly. Aliovo all tliey should ro- 
iiieinbor that they cannot dischargo them- 
selves of all respoiiaibility for their cliil- 
liren's oduciitioii by llinnvii.g it upon the 
teacher. Home ought to be the best 
.•<chool. Wherever this is rightly under- 
stood the teacher's work will be utl'ective 
and comparatively easy.

While pulilic 
criticism 13 good as tunilillg lo keep olii 
cials up to tlie mark and to ensuio a high 
.staiiUard in thoir work, we agree with tlio 
aiticio 111 The Coi.o.m.st that uiucasnn- 
ahle complaints or a carping spirit ot en- 
deavoring to lind fault or to magnify little 
iiiaitera into important defects, is nut u..ly 
not likely to prove beneficial but rather lo 
hinder the progress whicii may ho lonUetl 
lor as die Proviiice pi'nyres,^L-s in [minila- 
tion and wealth and atloicis oppnrimiines 
lor the iiatuial extun.sion and iluvelop- 
meiit of tho school system. We havo 
always endeavored tu treat all matters 
eomi'ected with the preaent pruvinuiul ad- 
ministration in a spirit of fairness, not 
hes.lating either to call attention to any 
IcfcciH or to pnint out any action wliicli 
seemed likely lo meet the Ijest interests 
of the people. In this .s[iirit it is, there- 
fore, only lair to say that if all the ilc 
pal tnieiita of tho Government were ail- 
miniaturud as uuccessfully as that pertain- 
ing to uur schools, there can bo no doubt 
that it wonld, on tho whole, boa govern- 
ment tar superior to any winch this Pro- 
vince has seen in the past.

The fact is, she and every- 
body else were astonished by tho amount 
. of fortune left to ber. One of the exeL li- 
ters of tbejiviliyti'as just been telliuK me 
ubo'ut if? The document aid not enunuuiito 
the testator's possessions, but merelv 
luinpod Uio personal property, " con.si.-it liitj 
ofibondsV stocks and other securitie.s." The 
gencrarimprossioii Im.l been lU;:t Taylur 
was worth fifteen to twenty niillioiis. Ho 
had made a great iiroiicrty by' iiu- 
pdrtlng'" foreign gooils in " Iii.s owu 
g.l"H,s,..but as,.to Ills investments ho hud 
'ngyiS'' been^ commuuieativo. On an ap- 
^poUited ^y^ the widow imil the executors 
bpebed«-tie iJoors of llie purticuhn-ly solifi 
vault which the old man had huili into his 
office. This strnet,iii-e was liaiil;-iike in vul- 
nerability, luul the invi'stiyalnrs e.vpeetcd 
to tind the pi-nnfs of (JWiUT.ship lo ilie ex- 
tent ef many iniliieiis in it.

Formally Opened by His Honor the 
Lientenant-Gtovernor 



in the I'nseiiee of a har^t^ Assimiblngo of 
I.aiUi's, the Judiciary, tli« Hiir, auil 
llany Proiulueut Citlzt'us. 



The now law courts, which aro tho ad- 
miration of every visitor to our beauti- 
ful city, and the prido of every citizen, 
wore formally o|ieued for the adiniiiistra- 
tiou of justice, at three o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, by Hia Honor Lientonant- 
Clijvoriior Nelson. 

Prom one o'clock until the hour lixed 
for tho opening ceremonies, crowds of 
well and fashionably dressed ladiea and 
gentlemen were to be seen, iiickiiig their 
way over tho muddy streets and directing 
their stepa toward tho new court house. 
Carriages wore eoiiatiintly arriving, and 
when the Lieuteuant-( JoVeriior and his 
parlv arrived, they found the .Supreme 
Court room with every iiviiiliibh! chair oc- 
cupied, and tho spectators' gallery liter- 
ally packed. The assembly was made 
brilliant by tho preseiico of a largo num- 
iier of ladies, whom tho unpleaattiit 
weather could not prevent from being 
witiies-^i's of tho opening coreiuonies. 

Occupying I he granil jury bciiclios at 
tho riglil of tho bench were the following 
members of tlio local legislature: Messrs.

lu the centre of the court room, facing 
the bench, sat thu meinbura of tho bar 
of thu Supreme Court, in full court attiru:

His Honor and party immediately 
entered the Court House by the right 
entrance and proceeded to the room of 
the Cliiel .lusliee, from which ihey 
emerged in a few uionionts and entered tho 
Supreme Court room. His iionor was con- 
ducted to his seat by the Honorable the 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works, 
and was followed by Sir M. B. Bogbio, 
C..).;Mr, Justice Walkein; Mr. Justice 
(;ray;Mr. .lustice Crease; Hon. .Iidin Rob- 
sou ; I loll. Robt . Duiisiiiuir; 1 1 i.i 1 1 oiior I he 
Bieuleiiaiil-( ■ovenior .-uiie; .'Mrs. 

Nolaou .iiiil Mr. lierlieil .St.iiit on. 
Tho Lieutenant t Governor tonl, his seal, 
in the ceiilie ol the dais, with 
Sir M. 11. ]5egbie, C. J., and Mr. Justice 
Crease on his right; and Mr. Justice 
\\ alkom and Mr. .Justice Ciray, on bis 
left and the niombers of thu o.xueutivo 
standing near. 

Hon. F. tL Vernon then a|iproached 
and handing to his honor, the keys of the 
new buddings, announced that tho new 
courts woru ready to bo used fertile purposes 
for which they had been erected, namely 
as courts for tho adminiatnition 
uf law in the province. He 
hoped that tiiey would meet with the 
approval of his honor, and that they 
ivould be by hiiii eoiisidered creditable 
alike lo those instrumental in their con- 
struution and to the city and province in 
which they stand. 

His honor tho Lioutcnant-Govornor re- 

eciMai the keys, anil haiidiiig them lo the 
Chief .lu.stice. Sir -M. B. IJegbie, saul: 1 
hav e miieh [deasure in giving into your 
charge, the keys of tlioao new law courts, 
to bo ii.suil hereafter in tho admiiiistratiou 
of law and justice. 

His Lordsiiip, till.' Chief .liislh'e, ac- 
cepted the keys on beliall of his biethreii 
of the bench; with, he remarked, mingled 
feelings of aii.xiety and hope, of exulta- 
tion and regret. For thirty years ho bad 
sat uiion the bench in British Columbia, 
and during that time had dispensed 
justice ill buildings very dili'ereut in slylo 
from the one in v.liieh he was iiow i,t.iiMl- 
iii". In till' early (lavs he could reiiieni- 
ber taking his seat uiioii tho sluiii|i of a 
fallen tree to preside over a court uf jus- 
tice, when thu province was yet in ita in- 
laiiuy. It waa impossible for him to look 
alioiit, and observe tho wonderful changea 
whirli lime had lirought about since those 
early days, without leeliiig exultation in 
I, ho new biiililiiig whieli had been provid- 
ed tor iho dispensing of jusliee; Imt when 
he again loidujd about and aaw how few 
reniaiu of those of hia com|)aiiions and 
associates in tho days that are gone, u 
pang of rogrot waa mingled with his jilea- 
auru— regret- for the old asaociates, only 
two of whom still remain. Mr. .lu.-^tico 
t!reii!io he rcuneui bered as eoinusel in the 
lirst cue tried before him in lhalisliCo 
Innibia, in March LS.'i'.l. Mr. (I'Kielly, 
I he only other companion of the pione er 
days, he was glad to say, was still to be 
found with us, and occupying still a posi- 
tion of public trust and importance. In 
aeeepl.iiig Ihe keys of the now courts, 
with his brelhnin of the bench, he fell 
that he waa assiimiug great care and res- 
ponsiliility, and that in the fill tire, as in 
the past, ovory ullort would be made by all 
to further tho ends of law and just ice. Ho 
was glad that no iiiainuatioii of corruji- 
tion had ever been mado against 
the bench of British Columbia, 
and he hoped that they would continue 
so to (leeiile all matlera brought, befon^ 
them; that in years loeonie, as in years 
gone by, noiio could inipiito unworthy 
motives to them.
